Visit U S. In Fall 


OTTAWA (AP) — Prime Min- 
ister Lai Bahadur Shastri of In­ 
dia said today President John­ 
son has invited him to go to 
Washington in the fall but that 
it will not be possible for him 
to accept.

It gave the AAU control of 
prime games committees, in­ 
cluding track, 
swimming and 
basketball. 
And it left the NCAA sharing 
a minor organizational role with 
high school, military and other 
non-AAU partisan groups. 
The revision was proposed by 
the 
National 
Association 
of 
Amateur Oarsmen, which dis­ 
claimed it was a “ pawn of the 
AAU” as suggested by some 
NCAA folk. 


WON'T BE SACRIFICED 
Jack Sulger, chairman of the 
sponsoring rowing group, said 
his group was one of 18 inde 
pendent 
organizations 
holding 
international sanction. 
“ We don’t intend to be sacri 
heed on the altar of harmony 
between the AAU and NCAA,’ 
said Suiger, implying that even 
tual coalition could wipe out 
rowing, cycling, soccer and like 
autonomous groups.

(Confinutd From Foot I) 
will get sewer connections more 
quickly and cheaper because it 
will be merely a matter of ex­ 
tending present lines, lf the area 
is not annexed it will be included 
in the Midway sewer system to be 
built by the Conewago Twp. Au­ 
thority. The report noted that if 
the area is annexed the cost of 
sewage disposal to the remainder 
of the Midway area will be higher 
because of fewer connections. 
The report noted both the town­ 
ship and Hanover have subdivi­ 
sion ordinances. Hanover also has 
zoning in effect. 
CITE ADVANTAGES 
Listed as advantages to Han­ 
over are the tax money from 307 
acres and 124 residents to help 
pay for services including a play­ 
ground now used by children from 
the township without cost, and 
to help pay for the Hanover li­ 
brary now used without cost by 
the township residents. “Hanover 
could regulate orderly develop­

FITTING MEMORIAL 
“Thousands 
of 
memorials

the world to honor the men who 
fought in various wars through­ 
out history.

is the magnificent Arc de Tri- 
omphe in Paris. There are hun 
dreds of equestrian .statues of 
great generals to be found in a 
hundred lands.

Cutting does not hasten growth, 
as many crew-cut males can tes­ 
tify. Trimming split ends, how­

ity, illness, tension and external 
abuse. Strands in your brush may

than 
thinning. Besides, the scalp natur­ 
ally sheds about IOO hairs a day 
to make room for new growth.

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SCRANTON AND 
PA. DEMOCRATS 
MAY COLLIDE 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
HARRISBURG (AP) - Gov.] 
Scranton and House Democrats 
appear to be running on a colli 
aion course in their continuing 
disagreement over where the 
state stands financially. 
A source close to the gover 
nor indicated over the weekend 
that Scranton, in effect, has 
taken about all he’s going to 
from members of the opposing 
party who coniend he is mis­ 
leading the public regarding fis­ 
cal affairs. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Democrats 
launched another o f f e n s i v e , 
claiming that Scranton has un­ 
derestimated available spending 
for fiscal 1965-66 by $57.4 mil­ 
lion. Thev planned to submit a 
state budget of their own. 
GROWING DIFFERENCES 
The differences that separate 
the administration and the Dem­ 
ocrats who control the House 
appeared to be growing as the 
General Assembly reconvened 
today in a capitol left almost 
deserted by the Flag Day holi­ 
day. 
Most state employes had the 
day off. but both the Senate and 
the the House were to meet. 
The Senate was expected to ad­ 
journ almost immdiately, how­ 
ever, out of respect for one of 
its members, Sen. Martin Sil- 
vert, D-Philadelphia, who died 
Thursday. 
Legislative 
Democrats, 
espe­ 
cially in the House, have been 
having a running feud with the 
administration over its proposed 
budget of $1,131 billion ever 
Since it was proposed last Jan- 
iary. 
DEMOCRATS' POSITION 
The Democrats have contend­ 
ed that the budget should pro­ 
vide more in the fields of health 
education and welfare. In a 
statement issued over the week­ 
end, they said the money was 
available. 
“We want to take the full 
amount of spending money into 
consideration in providing funds 
lor needed human services and 
programs," declared House ma­ 
jority leader Joshua Eilberg of 
Philadelphia. 
Scranton estimates he will 
end the current fiscal year June 
SO with a $102.? million surplus. 
House Democrats say the sur­ 


plus will be $118.6 million. 
C ISAGREE ON FIGURES 
The administration and House 
leadership also fail to see eye to 
eye on other budget figures. For 
example, Scranton says lapses 
(unused appropriations) will to­ 
tal $22.1 million for the current 
fiscal year; Democrats say $32.1 
million. 
Claiming that Scranton’s esti 
mates are off, House Democrats 
have warned the administration 
that they do not intend to ap 
prove his fiscal 1965-66 budget 
until all the figures are in. This 
would be after July I, so conse 
quently 
t h e 
administration 
would have to prepare stop gap 
appropriations to finance the 
state government in the interim. 
Scranton, in his first public 
display of dissatisfaction over 
delay of his budget requests, 
said 
Friday 
the 
Democrats 
“should be t h o r ou gh ly con­ 
demned” for insisting that the 
government rely on stop-fap fi­ 
nancing. 
DPI SALARY 
On another matter, he said 
failure of House Democrats to 
approve a $10,000 raise for the 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion to help in securing a top 
man for the vacant post “seems 
to me to be extremely repre­ 
hensible.” 
It was strong language that 
the governor has been unaccus­ 
tomed to using since any major 
break with the House leadership 
could endanger his legislative 
program. 
However, a source close to the 
governor who declined identifi­ 
cation said Scranton plans to in­ 
tensify his attack on legislative 
Democrats blocking his fiscal 
program. 
The source said Scranton has 
«een results of a recent public 
opinion poll showing that 86 per 
cent of Republicans questioned 
and 73 per cent of Democrats 
surveyed felt the administration 
is doing a good job. 
PLAN INVESTIGATION 
The poll was conducted by E 
John Bucci, who regularly sur­ 
veys public opinion at the gov­ 
ernor’s personal expense. 
On another front. House Demo- 
ocrats were reported ready to 
launch a legislative investiga­ 
tion of the state Insurance De­ 
partment and Mrs. Audrey Kel­ 
ly, 
s t a te 
insurance 
com­ 
missioner. 
R?p. Eugene Gelfand, D-Phil- 
adelphia, has introduced a res­ 
olution calling for creation of a 
five-member House committee 
to look into the operations of the 
department. 
The resolution has been lodged

That’s when a new section of 
the Police Code, approved by 
the Board of Supervisors, takes 
effect. It sets up IO areas—all 
away 
from 
downtown—where 
pigeons may be fed. Elsewhere, 
the code calls for pigeon traps. 
But the code isn’t clear on 
who’s 
responsible. 
So 
the 
swarms of pigeons go right on 
convening at the bus terminal, 
the railroad depot, on cornices 
of downtown buildings, monu­ 
ments, fountains and streets. 
“We don’t plan to do anything 
about the pigeons until we see 
how the public drive for a sanc­ 
tuary 
in

Park 
progresses,” says Dr. Ellis Sox, 
the city’s health director. 
“And even then, it is not up to 
my department to remove the 
birds from the downtown area. 
“If, after a time, the proposed 
sanctuary is not ready, then we 
will ask that pigeon traps be set 
up in Union Square and other 
populated 
areas heavily 
pop­ 
ulated by pigeons. But we do not 
have funds to finance such a 
program.”

fighters. 
“We've si 
once or 
twice, but I Ik . 
^tum't come 
near us.” said Maj. Walter W. 
Irwin. Apple Valley. Calif. "To 
the best of our knowledge, they 
were 
North 
Vietnamese, 
not 
Chinese.” 
LOADED WITH BOMBS 
The Blue Knights got a hurry- 
up call to speed here from their 
California base after two MIGS 
shot down two U.S. F105 Thun- 
derchief fighter bombers on a 
mission against North Vietnam­ 
ese targets early in April. 
Defending the fallen Thunder- 
chief 
pilots, 
Maj. 
Irwin 
re­ 
marked: “It isn’t that the MIGs 
got them 
were 
superior 
air­ 
planes. The Thunderchiefs were 
loaded down with bombs.” 
On their arrival here April 19. 
the Blue Knights were assigned 
to keep the MIGs off U.S. fight­ 
er bombers. 
A BIT BLUE 
They’ve done their job to per­ 
fection. 
“There hasn’t been a single 
plane of ours shot down by an 
enemy plane since we 
came 
over,” said Irwin. “Our striking 
forces have 
been 
unmolested 
from the air.” 
Even so, the Blue Knights are 
a bit blue about the whole busi­ 
ness. 
They have spent about 1.500 
hours in the air on more than 
570 
sorties—every 
one 
to 
a 
North Vietnamese target area— 
and flown three-quarters of a 
million miles. 
CAN'T GET FIGHT 
But what most of them really 
want is to test themselves in 
combat against the enemy. So 
far the MIGs have refused to 
respond to the challenge. 
The pilots average age is 29 to 
30. At 42. Irwin, the operations 
officers, is the “daddy rabbit” 
of the outfit. 
The 
Skyfighter 
pilots 
are 
proud of their plane. It flies at 
twice the speed of sound and 
carries two air-to-air Sidewind­ 
er missiles plus a 20mm “Ga­ 
tling gun” that can fire more 
than 4,000 rounds a minute.

Foods Corp., New Holland. 
They charged that subpoenas 
for their appearances at com­ 
mission hearings “were invalid 
in that they were not issued in 
order to enable the commission 
to carry out provisions of tha 
milk control law.” 
Judge Carl B. Shelley set the 
hearing date. 
Earlier, the commission had 
been to court to request con­ 
tempt citations against the Her­ 
nig and Zausner firms and two 
other companies for refusal to 
produce their records. 
Judge Shelley ordered all four 
companies to show cause why 
they should not be held in con­ 
tempt. He fixed July 7 as the 
deadline for answering his or­ 
der. 
The other two firms, which 
have not yet replied, were Len- 
kerbrook 
Farms, 
Harrisburg, 
and Rubright Trucking Co., Inc. 
Portersville. Butler County.
